THE M’GREGOR TRIAL AND MIDDLE 
GEORGIA POLITICS DISCUSSED. 
Seab Reese's Airy Nickname—Judge Lump- 
kin and Tom Watson-—The Race Be- 

. tween Colley and Lawson. 


WARRENTON, Ga., April 19.—[{Special.]— 
My friend of the ambrosial locks and expan- 
sive shirt front is fust now receiving the razzle 
dazzie from the boys in this section of the 
state, and all on account of the new nick-name 
which Tae ConstiruTion has given him. 

Sea Breeze may be an appropriate name for 
‘ome light and airy summer resort correspond- 
ant, but when given to a statesman who 
expects tobe president of the senate of this 
great state of ours; it might be taken to 
prophecy that the winds from Salt river will 
toy with his tresses. ‘ 

The laugh is on Seab, and the popniar’ ex- 
congressman is kept busy setting ’em up to the 
boys. That he is a sure-enough candidate for 
the senate, and after that for the honor of 
presiding over that body, cannot be doubted. 
There is however, considerable doubt of lis 
attaining that last mentioned honor. The fact 
that he and Colonel Nerthen are from the 
same county will doubtless militate against 
Reese, for if Colonel Northen is elected gover- 
nor, some other section of the state will want 
the lieutenant-governorship—or the  presi- 
dency of the senate, whichever you 
choose to call it. 

Hancock county is full of enthusiastic 
Northen men, and of all these none are more 
enthusiastic than the Honorable Seaborn. 
There is more, politics to the square foot’ in 
Hanccck than in any other one county in Geor- 
gia, and that, if nothing else, makes the aver- 
age citizen believe that the governorship 
should certainly come this way.

The trial which ended in the acquittal of 
Charles E. McGregor was not only the most 
interesting in the exciting story it brought out, 
bat was also the hardest fought and most 
skilfully managed that it hasever been my 
good fortune to witness. 

A sigh of relief seemed to go up from the 
entire county when the verdict was reached; 
for many of those who were inimical to Mc-. 
Gregor, realized that there couid be no convic- 
tion and the probability of the case hanging fire 
for another six months was something which 
the most ardent Codyite did not care to con- 
template. Without any knowledge of the causes 
of enmity between the men other than as it was 
developed in the trial, and aftera careful 
study of the testimony Iam free to say that I 
do not see how the jury could have reached 
any other result than an acquittal, Mr. Hal 
Baker’s efforts to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing. 


I have spoken of the management of the 
case, and I expect to say a few words more on 
that subject; but first I want to say something 
of the Judge who presided. 

Judge Lumpkin deserves the highest possi- 
ble praise for the way that the case was han- 
died from the bench. Thoroughly impartial 
in all his decisions; aiming, as is his custom, 
to let in all the light possible within the strict 
limits of the law, he did what few judges are 
able to do in a case so important as this: he 
satisfied both parties. Hischarge was a model. 
To the uninitiated it seemed rather 
defendant, but it Was 
the law and he could charge nothing else. 
Clearly and concisely was every point of law 
jin the case covered, and when he had finished 
Soliciter-General Howard, who was standing 
by, was so much impressed that he said: 

“I cannot but congratulate you upon that 
charge. It certainly deserves a place in every 
standard work upon American criminal law.”’ 

Judge Lumpkin’s position 
was a most delicate one; a personal 
friend of the defendant, a friend of 
the man who had _ been killed, and 
above all a friend of the lady whose name was 
so unfortunately brought into the case he was, 
as I happen to know very much barrassed by the 
conflict between man and judge which 
took place within him as the trial 
proceeded. Under all of this he 
handled himself in a way which left no room 
for carping criticism. His charge was admired 
by all and the opinion was universally ex- 


in this case 


- pressed that greater honors yet awaited him on 


the bench. 


The prosecution undoubtedly made all out 
of the case that they could do. 

The way that the defense was handled was 
simply admirable. To one whose fortune it 
had been to hear many important trials in the 
course of several years of newspaper work, the 
impression that the defehse made was that this 
was tindoubtedly the most skilfully handled 
case I have ever seen. I 

Messrs. Tom Watson and Jim Whitehead 
in this trial showed themselves thorough — 
lawyers und conversant with everything which 
could benefit their client. Both of them 
have devoted months to the preparation of 
this case—to give either credit over the other 
would be unfair—but to Tom Watson, ‘“‘the 
Little Giant of Middle Georgia,” the credit of 
the handling of the case on trial belongs. A 
sal bereavement took Mr. Whitchead away 
from the court-room immediately after the 
jury had been impaneled; and upon the 
shoulders of his young co-counsel fell the 
burden of carrying the . case through 
the tria!. With what consummate skill that 
case was handled I attempted to tellin my 
dispatches during the progress of the trial. 

To deseribe the speech which closed the 
case is well nigh impossible: It was a most 
masterly argument, anda most eloquent appeal 
to the hearts of the twelvyé men who held the 
fate of a fellow citizen in their hands. It was 
an appeal which could not fail to move any 
man. The effect upon the jury was as notice- 
able as the effect upon the audience. 
In ‘his closing remarks, when he 
drew a picture of the lonely home of the dead 
man whose life might be taken throngh the 
decision of these jurymen (and what a horrible 
picture it was as the eloquent orator drew it!) ; 
when he spoke of the life of imprison- 
ment which they might inflict upon 
him by their acts; and when turning from 
these scenes he showed the happy father at 
home with his wife and babes, and described 
thisscene with a graphic power that went 
home at once to the hearts 
of « his hearers, all felt . that 
the heart of the speaker was in what he said. 
The effect was electrical. Strong men broke 
down and wept. -

The Advance in Silver Bullion. 

The organs of Wall street have been 
claiming all along that no action this coun- 
try could take ‘would have any appreciable 
effect on the price of silver. This has 
been their stock argument. They have per- 
sistently argued that in the event of free 
coinage the country would be flooded with 
depreciated dollars. This question, they ex- 
plain, is an international one, and the way 
to compel Europe to remonetize silver is for 
the United States to stop coining it alto- 
gether and aid in depreciating it—thus giving 
away their own argument, for if free coinage 
here would have no effect on silver in Europe, 
how could its further demonetization have 
any effect? 

As a matter of fact, the United States are 
the largest producers of silver in the world, 
and have the power to absolutely controk the 
silver bullion market if they choose. Free 
coinage would bring silver to a par with gold 
the world over. Even the reasonable cer- 
tainty that the present congress will legislate 
in favor of silver has had considerable effect 
on the price of bullion. 

The silver bill, which the senate and house 
have practically agreed on, provides for the 
purchase, by the secretary of the treasury, 
of 4,500,000 ounces of silver monthly, or at 
the rate of about $60,000,000 a year, and for 
the redemption of the notes issued on this 
silver in lawful money. 

This is not satisfactory to those who be- 
lieve in the complete remonetization of sil- 
ver, but the bare prospect of such legislation 
has had a tremendous effect on the price of 
silver bullion. A week ago it was ninety- 
six cents an ounce, but during that time it 
has risen to 102 cents an ounce. This rise 
has taken place in New York. But the 
effect has been felt in the London market. 
Last Tuesday, silver advanced half a penny 
in London; on Wednesday, three-eighths; 
on Thursday, three-fourths of a penny. Al- 
together silver has advanced two pence in 
London. 

The Wall street organs should take these 
facts to heart and consider them. 


Safety in Small Farms. 

Under the feudal system it was held that 
large estates in land were meidiial to the 
security of a government and the prosperity 
of a country. 

We have seen inthe United States that 
this is a mistaken idea. The small farmers, 
as a rule, have steadily prospered, while it 
has been found necessary in the south tocut 
up and parcel out the great plantations. 

In Europe the question has been again re- 
vived by the will of the late Count Andrassy, 
the Hungarian premier. The count devised 
his vast estates in entail to his sons, declar- 
ing that such a disposition of landed prop- 
erty was essential to the safety and prosper- 
ity of the country. 

This is a step backward. Wise men like 
Lord Bacon and Blackstone long ago said 
that it was injudicious to ent off the great 
body of the people from all hope of obtaining 
a freehold. But the single example of 
France should be enough. When the feudal 
system prevailed the French peasantry were 
ignorant and brutal, and ready at any time 
for a revolution. Withthe breaking up of 
the great estates the country people became 
imbued with new life, energy and _ intelli- 
gence. Small farms have been the salvation 
of France. Her common people have risen 
in the social scale. They sustained the wars 
of the Napoleonic era, and when the last 
empire fell went down into their pockets 
and paid offa burden of debt that would 
have crushed almost any other nation. In 
no country did the owners of large tracts of 
land ever contribute as much money for the 
public welfare as came from the savings of 
these small farmers of France. 

The smaller the farms the more indus- 
triously and scientifically they are cultivated. 
Such an environment. and such conditions 
make a farmer put brains into his work. 

The civilized world will never go back to 
Count Andrassy’s theory that the land be- 
longs to a privileged few, and must be tilled 
.almost without the hope of reward by 
swarnis of tenants little above the grade of 
serfdom. The tendency henceforth will be 
to divide plantations into farms, and farms 
into gardens. The rule will be to put all 
the intelligent work into the soil that the 
soil will bear. Only in this way can we pro- 
vide for the dense population of the future. 


Ten Objections to the°Conger Bill. 

A restatement of the objections to the 
Conger lard bill, which proposes to levy a 
revenue tax on lard compound, will serve to 
make the situation clearer.

Slandering | Bismarck. 

The stately steps of the iron chancellor 
have scarcely passed beyond the boundaries 
of Berlin, and his last words of farewell are 
yet ringing in the hearts of the people, 
when his name is made the subject of news- 
paper attack and most ungrateful criticism. 
The French press, always eager to vent its 
spleen against Germany and German offi- 
cials, has pounced upon the prince, and made 
a sensation of the foolish charges against 
him, which consist in little more than an 
assertion that Bismarck, hostile to Caprivi, 
secretly instituted a newspaper attack against 
him, and otherwise sought to cripple his in- 
fluence with the people. But the unkindest 
cut of all is in the fact that these slanders 
were hatched by German newspapers and 
hurled after the departing hero in bitterest 
malice and ingratitude. 

Such statements are unworthy of belief, 
and, in many instances, have caused popu- 
lar indignation. The good name of the 
white-haired prince, who has done ‘‘great 
service to the state’ is not tarnished there- 
by, and the shafts of his enemies fall wide 
of the golden mark; but the impotent anger 
of his detractors shows how ungrateful a 
country can be, and how, when its high 
servants no longer have strength left to 
serve it, their virtues are .. gotten by many 
and their fancied faults embalmed in hostile 
memory and blazoned forth to the people.

Your Honor, Iam profoundly thankful for your 
gindness in granting me some time to make a few 
remarks concerning my care.

Itis now about 
ten weeks since I have been incarcerated; and 
that celebrated institution officially known as 
Fulton county jail, where I have in the mean- 
while lingered and languished in torturing 
nnéertainty concerning the final outcome of my 
case, isfnot so arranged as to give a poor 
prisoner a polished. and — prepossessing 
appearance. Not that Tam by any means, when 
in unabridged possession of my liberty, @ gay and 
gaudy dude, pedecked with the glittering and 
gorgeous colors of a butterfly or humming bird, 
and loudly claiming superior advantages and 
extraordinary accommodation. No, nothing of 
that kind. not a particle, but the-very opposite. I 
was imprisoned poor, and I appear poor in a 
guyeriative degree before you, your honor. 

Not quite one year ago { reached the great em- 

re state of the south, in general, and the proud 
and pretty city of Atlanta in particular. I came 
here scantily supplied with | material wealth, but 
abundantly provided with intellectual resources, 
Naturally ! was looking for some congenial em- 
ployment. I have filled various positions. I have 

assed through every phase and stage of journal- 

m, having been telegraph editor, news editor, 
assistant editor, reporter of criminal news and 
dramatic performances, book reviewer, translator, 
amd proof-reader. I have been proof-reader for 
boek- publishing firms, have prepared innumerable 
manuscripts for the press, and contribated stories, 
sketches and essays to the papers myself. I have 

been polyglot correspondent tor a larce wholesale 
drag business; have been assistant librarian in a 
large jibrary, and bave been teaching several 
times—téaching ancieut and modern languages, 
natural sciences and béelles-lettres. Equipped 
with such accomplishments and such experience 
I indulged in the fond hope that I would soon find

A tixed idea, a firm®conviction seized tpon me—

I may have been insanely 
apprehensive, [may have been a monomaniac, | 
may have been subject to hallucinations, but I 
mmust emphatically declare that nothing in the 
world, not even the subtle argaments of a schol 
astic philosopher, could have divested me of that 
mortifying, humiliating apprehension. I became 
down-learted, despondent, desperate, nay deliri- 
ous, and certainly I was not _ fully 
compus mentis. I felt ag if I ha 
embarked on a frail eraft, on the shoreless 
ocean of doubt and despair, without any head- 
light, without any rudder or wheel, without any 
sea charts, without a compass or any other nauti- 
cal instruments to ascertain the latitude and 
longitude of my station; the sky all dark and 
dreary, Without a single rift in the clouds through 
which.a kindly star of hope might sparkle, and at 
Jeast for a moment iJluminate the cheerless night.

Our 
materialistic, electric age vaunts itself to surpass 
all preceding centuries inany and everything. 
Sanguine optimists and ranting declaimers are 
fond of descanting, in pollysyllabic words and 
pempous phrases,on su glittering generalities 
asthe principle of nationality, solidarity of na- 
tions, fraternization of peoples, nationalization 
of industries, international arbitation, Pan- 
American, universal exhibitions, metrical and 
monetary unity, etc.; and yet, in spite of.all the 
gigantic advances in medica!, natural,and men- 
tal sciences, in spite of all the achievements of 
art and mechanics, with all the accumulation of 
wealth and acquisition of wisdom, thére are but 
few who enjoy real, complete, perfect happiness. 
For happiness is a complex, multiple condition, a 
quadruple being—perfect happiness must be{physi- 
cal, mental, moral and spiritual, including four 
qualities harmoniously blended together. These 
are four beatitudes—the harinony of the four 
gospels, the mosic inthe spheaes, the complete 
symmetry and syinpathy and symyhony of mat- 
ter and force, body and soul. 

We Christians an | claim to have the most en- 
lightened religion andthe most advanced eivili- 
gation. Yet the Mohanimedans were total ab- 
stainers from intoxicating drink more than a 
thousand years before Father Matthéws, the 
apostle of temperance, was born; and the ancient 
Aztecs in Mexico punished drunkemmess centuries 
before Cortez overthrew the brilliant empire of the 
Montezumas. The Buddhists, . who have 
five orincipal commandments, never, or 
at east exceedingly rarely, violate 
the commandment, “Thou shalt not, kill,” 
The Chinese have more pious regard for their de- 
funct ancestors, and Chinese children more filial 
reverence for their pgrents than is the case with 
most Christians. The Japanese have more tes 
feelings for the animals than we. They allow all 
kind of wild fowl! to alight and disport themselves 
in their public parks, and in some towns deer may 
be seen stalking up and down the streets without 
the slightest molestation. 

The native Indians of some portions of Central 
America practice more conscientiously and con- 
sistently the Christian admonition, ‘Forgive, for- 
bear, forget,” for they never resort to arms and 
deeds of violence in settling quarrels, although 
they are willing to expose themselves to the great- 
est dangers and frequently perform truly heroic 
deeds. The hygienic precepts of the Jews, as em 
bodied in the Mosaic law, are far superior in their 
practical results to our sanitary legislation. Is 
not their mortality ratio less than ours, and do 
they not correctly represent the Darwinian idea of 
the survival of the fittest? Are they not eminent- 
ly peace-loving and law-abiding, and do we not 
find astonishingly few criminals among them? 

Nor are education and religion responsible for 
all superstitions beliefs, social ‘‘fads’’ and fash- 
ionable crazes. The Shakers, a rcligious denomi- 
nation believing in and practicing celibacy and 
commeanity of property, worship Anne Lee not 
only asthe foundress of their religious system, 
but asa second incarnation of Christ, in female 
form. The Beekmanites, who sprang into re- 
ligious existence about fifteen months ago, had a 
woman at their head, a Mrs- Beekman, from 
Ohio, claiming likewise tobe a second incarna- 
tion of Christ. When she died 
she transferred her alleged divine 
attributes and spiritual influence and 
miraculous power to Mr. Schweinfurth, a young 
Methodist minister in Diinois. The Perfectionists 
or Oneida, N. ¥., Communists, originating with 
Rev. Noyes and his wife about 1841, held the 
most revolting doctrines, practicing not only 
community of property, but, worse than Mormon- 
ism, community of person, There was a fsree- 
love establishment, an‘ abode of legalized prosti- 
tution, and the great wonder is how thestate of 
New York conld to'erate Such a monstrous insti- 
tution. Yet, the & , a8 well as the Beek- 
manites and Perfectionists, and many <tuer 
strange religious commmntties that floufich in 
this land of untrammeled liberty of conscience, 
count among their adherents imany well edu- 
cated people, even ministers who studied at 
Andover and Harvard celleges. To sum up, phys- 
ical, mental, moral, and civil laws are viclated 
not on account of ouredu2ttion, our religion, ard 
our legislation, but in spite of them. Bank presi- 
dents, state treasurers, railroad agents, etc., do 
not'abseond with large sums of money and be- 
take themselves to the temperate regions of 
Canada, because they held a high soctal position, 
were connected with a church, and acted as Sun- 
daysehuvol superintendents, but in spite of all 
their social, business, and church connections, 
justasa boy may turn out tobe a bad man in 
spite of his strict diserplinary training at home 
and the ceaseless vigilance of his parents. 

Analogous was my case. Not education, was 
the cause of my moral crisis and collapse; on the 
contrary, ever since Lleft school, for the last 
twenty-five years, education has preserved me 
from all grave faults and follies, it has protected 
me like a shield, like a charm, nay like a guardian 
angel. But circumstances and surroundings alter 
cases materially, according to the assertion of 
both naturalist and jurist. With me it wasa~ 
struggle for existence,a matter of self-defense 
and self-preservation, an algebraic equation with 
numerous unknown quantities, a geometrical 
problem of how to make two ends 
meet, a question of. political economy in- 
volving the law of supply and demand, 
of production and consumption. ‘To be or not to 
be,” that was the question, to quote from Shaks- 
peare’s Hamlet. was forced, pushed into the 
commission of my act, by alinost unavoidable cir- 
cumstances, by overwhelming odds, I fell as 
thousands fell before me, as thousands will fall 
after me. Let my case be a salutary warning, 
both toemploves and employers. Let the latter 
bear in mind that every man is worthy of his hire, 
lest his servant be led into temptation. I con- 
sidered myself proof against any temptation, 
charmed against ‘all dishonesty. The earth has 
conipleted forty-four of her annual journeys 
around the sun since I was ushered, an mnocent 
and helpless babe, into this world. of trials 
and tribulations: haye wrestled with 
forth 
victorious every time. I have tasted both the 
amenities and asperities of life, and 1 cotld re- 
late a biographical story strangely and strongly 
tinged with both the romantic and realistic. 
Many acrushing thunderbolt of disappoiitment 
and many a chilly blast of adversity. have swept 
over me, partly discoioring, partiy unleafing the 
once luxuriant forest of my hair. ‘There is a lib- 
eral sprinkling of gray off my head; but I assure 


ase. 


‘you thatdf Thad been in Atianta, orin any other 


part of Georgia, orin any other southern state 
during the eventful years of 186] to 1865, I would 
even then have been willing to wear the gray. 
My older brother wore the gray, fought in con- 
fedlerate ranks, and died on a Virginian battie- 
field. 

Your honor, I am well aware that I am in an un- 
equal contest in ‘this foretisic ‘aretta—uneqwal in 
three respects: Iam moneyleéss, friendiegs,‘and 
homeless, homeleg# at least ins6 far as I am 3,000 
miles away from ‘my tnative. country,” amon 
strangers. I am ‘tortured by the paigfitl ton- 
sciousness that I have no fried among this vast 
audience, no one to sympathize with meé, ho one 
to defend me.
